Leaving the institution of kingship aside, young 
sociologist Jean-Pierre Dupuy from the Ecole Poly- 
technique presents (in Ordres et desordres, Paris, 
1982) a complementary thesis. Modern society’s crisis 
should be explained by the fact that it recognizes no 
reference-system beyond and above itself, so that the 
citizen acknowledges no transcendental source of 
authority or ordering principle. Everybody being 
equal like gas molecules in a container, the constant 
agitation appears to be the only “law,” motivatin 
each molecule to rise to the top. This is what denten 
authors used to call “anarchy,” the end-product of 
democracy’s inherent logic.
